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DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 
Meeting in Town Hall 21 April 2010 


The meeting chaired by Jim Flux was attended by 
seven people from Clifton who nearly outnumbered 
Parish Councillors. The main points of interest in the 
meeting were planning applications. 
Headlines 
Parish Council Election: The election has been put 
back to Thursday 27 May. This is because the law 
prevents more than two elections being held on the 
same day. This is the first PC election to be held in 
many years because there are 15 candidates for the 
14 seats. The delay means the candidates’ list is still 
open but nominations have to be in by noon on 29 April. 
Deddington will be one of the few Parish Councils to 
have an election. This is a testimony to the community 
commitment in Deddington, Clifton and Hempton. 
Max Pankhurst, the Parish Steward, was nomi- 
nated as Council Worker of the Year in a national 
competition and although he did not win he was highly 
commended and his good work recognised. 
Areminder to everyone who is interested in the af- 
fairs of the parish that the Annual Parish Meeting will 
be held at the Windmill Centre at 7.30pm on Thursday 
29 April. 
Open Forum 
David Morris, Chapel Close, Clifton and others at- 
tended the meeting to complain about a planning 
application for an adjoining property (Ash Cottage). 
The group was concerned that the development 
would be overbearing, would compromise privacy 
and complicate road access. It was also suggested 
that the architectural drawings were inaccurate and 
misrepresented the proposed development. 
New Planning applications 
1 The Paddocks: this is for an extension to the existing 
house to create four flats. DPC has objected because 
of access and inadequate onsite parking. 


BOOK CLUB

Readers who enjoy this book 
may be interested in The Man in the Wooden Hat by 
the same author which features the same characters 
and events, but is written from the point of view of 
Filth’s wife.

Projects and Highways groups but there is little to re- 
port that was not been covered in last month’s meeting.

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DOWN ON THE FARM 


ell, that’s it for another year, the 2010 lamb- 
\ N / ing season has finally ground to a halt. We 
started just a few days before Georgina Hall 
arrived to do her sheep placement with us as part of 
her Cambridge veterinary course. Georgina (Georgie) 
got stuck in and had lambed her first ewe within ten 
minutes of arriving in the sheep barn. Over the three 
weeks she was with us she sorted out a number of 
difficult deliveries including ‘Big George’, a breach 
presentation and the biggest new born lamb | have 
seen in 50 years of lambing. Despite the cold late wet 
spring, all of the ewes and lambs were turned out into 
the grass paddocks within 36 hours of being born, 
but due to the lack of grass they are still on full winter 
rations. The wet start to the year also made things 
difficult for the field work, with the ground destined 
for the spring beans being too wet to work until April. 
Even then we got that sinking feeling as we planted 
them. Water is a subject | have mentioned on many 
occasions in this column: it is always a problem in 
farming — we either have too much or too little. But 
when | read the news from Clifton in the April issue of 
the DN my first thoughts had more to do with empty 
vessels than full ones. 

Our Clifton newscaster is well aware that the ‘new 
Clifton spring’ is a direct result of the new village 
footpath which both he and others of the now defunct 
Residents’ Committee campaigned long and hard for. 
The new footpath was constructed on top of a 200 
year-old stone drain which takes the water from the 
roadside ditch above Home Farm down to the river. 
The existence of the stone drain was made known 
to the Highways planning officer by me. | also sug- 
gested that, as the proposed new footpath was to be 
built along the same line as the old drain, it would be 
advisable to go a little deeper with the footpath footings 
and re-lay the drain with new pipework. However, as 
the highway maps did not show the drain the advice 


was ignored. The construction work collapsed the 
stone drain and we now have the ‘new Clifton spring’. 

When the spring first appeared | was accused by 
both the Parish Council and the Highways authority of 
flooding the road with water running off my farmyards 
and was ordered to sort it out or face prosecution. After 
a few heated exchanges the existence of the old drain 
was acknowledged by the Highways authority and a 
mobile camera was put down the drain to check on 
its condition. This proved that the construction work 
had indeed collapsed the drain and it would need to 
be rebuilt, but as there was no money in the pot it 
would have to wait. We are still waiting. Our Clifton 
Parish Councillor Alan Collins is pursuing the matter 
of the Clifton spring with Highways and we are told 
that the drain replacement is within the programme. 
No starting date has been given as it is considered to 
be low priority. 

The blocked drain has caused a great deal of 
damage by undermining the farm entrance, which 
will have to be re-laid once the work on the drain has 
been completed. No prizes for guessing who will end 
up paying for that or, just as last time, who will have to 
put up with the noise and disruption of the construc- 
tion work and a traffic control light generator running 
day and night outside our bedroom window, to say 
nothing of being expected to provide, free of charge, 
parking for the contractors’ vehicles and equipment. 
| can only hope that this time our telephone is not cut 
off for six weeks as it was when the footpath was built; 
not that any of this would be of interest to our Clifton 
correspondent as it is all a long way from his front 
door. After all, it's only a farm and as to the planning 
application for a bottling plant, that may well prove to 
be the ‘springboard’ to resurrect the Residents’ Com- 
mittee with Mr Bryce as its Chairman.

FRIENDS OF DAEDA’S WOOD 


Daeda’s Wood is in the news. As the first of the 
Woodland Trust’s Millennium Woods to be planted, it 
was featured in the spring edition of their magazine 
Broadleaf, in an article about their community woods 
ten years on. To appear in Broadleaf is not that 
surprising but a full page spread in the Oxford Times, 
in April, was a real coup. 

Walking through the wood, you may have noticed 
some newly pruned branches, unless they have 
already been incorporated into the intriguing woven 
shelters which appear from time to time. We thought 
that pruning had come to an end for the moment but 
David Rees, the Oxfordshire Tree Project Manager, 
decided there was still useful work to be done. Agroup 
of us spent a morning pruning ashes and a few oaks. 


The oaks, being so close together, produce very little 
lower growth. This cold spring weather makes it difficult 
to predict what will happen in May. As | write this, the 
only flowers visible are a few cowslips (Primula Veris) 
and the willow catkins which look spectacular against 
a blue sky. The bluebells we planted seem to have 
vanished, sadly. At least the trees will be coming into 
leaf in May; mid-April there are just a few willow and 
poplar leaves out. 

Lastly, | must correct an error when | named purple 
willow as Salix Viminalis instead of Salix Purpurea. 
Salix Viminalis is the common osier. You will find both 
of them in the wood.

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THE ALLOTMENT 


ell, we’ve all been working like demons since 
\ \ / the rain stopped. As | write this article the 
rain and cold already seem like a dim and 

distant memory. 

My potatoes ‘Charlotte’ and ‘Anya’ are finally in the 
ground with the rows a foot apart to ensure earthing up 
is not a chore, unlike last year when | planted them a 
little too close together in a greedy attempt to pack in 
as much as possible. Whilst | still produced beautiful 
potatoes the earthing up was a little difficult. 

Brussels sprouts should be set out in May to guar- 
antee sprouts for Christmas according to Gardeners’ 
World. Parsnips can continue to be sown into May. 
Now that the weather is more forgiving, plant your 
onion sets as they need plenty of leaf by May when 
lengthening days trigger bulb formation and scanty 
leaf at that time means meagre bulbs. Winter carrots, 
Autumn King and Chantenay types, can be sown late 
in April. There is just time to plant your leek seeds, sow 


thinly 13mm (0.5in) deep in rows 15cm (6in) apart in 
a seedbed. 

The beetroot ‘Boltardy’ has been given the AGM 
(the RHS Award of Garden Merit). This cultivar is par- 
ticularly resistant to bolting and therefore ideal for early 
sowing. Bolting is the term applied to vegetable crops 
when they prematurely run to seed, usually making 
them unusable. A cold spell or changes in day length 
initiates this behaviour and, as we can never be sure 
of the weather, this might be a good one to try: the 
RHS thinks it is. 

We can still have cold nights so have a fleece ready 
for early flowering fruit trees as a frost can decimate a 
crop. Avoid using insecticides on crops in flower. Try to 
keep on top of the weeds by hoeing or cover prepared 
beds with old carpets or black polythene to prevent the 
growth of weeds. Also beware of the slugs and snails!

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Deddington Charity Estates Town Hall Project 


eddington Charity Estates is a registered 
D charity run by voluntary trustees. Many of you 

will have read in November’s issue of DN that 
the charity owns and manages the four almshouses 
in Church Street where an ongoing programme of 
restoration, refurbishment and repair has been carried 
out over the last five years. 

A lesser known fact is that Deddington Charity Es- 
tates also owns the Town Hall which has been leased 
for the last 44 years to the Parish Council. In October 
this year this lease comes to an end and the building 
will revert to the ownership and responsibility of DCE. 

The Town Hall is a visually and historically important 
building in our village; it is a Grade Il listed building 
which was built in 1806 to replace an earlier structure 
on the site which dates from 1611. Substantially re- 
paired in 1832, the Town Hall was used for community 
purposes with stalls beneath it on market days (a use 
now repeated by our current day farmers’ market!). 

DCE have felt for a number of years that this 
building has been under-utilised by the people of 


Deddington and are planning a complete restoration 
and refurbishment of the Town Hall in order for it to be 
used as an up-to-date meeting-place for the people, 
clubs and businesses of the parish. 

It is intended that the Town Hall will be restored and 
developed as a high quality venue, fit for the twenty- 
first century, to incorporate a comfortable meeting 
space with up-to-date facilities, including disabled 
access and lift, new heating, kitchen space, cloakroom 
facilities, WiFi and internet access. The room would 
be available for hire by all members of the community. 

Aplanning application for the proposals for the res- 
toration and refurbishment of the Town Hall is currently 
being submitted to Cherwell District Council. DCE 
will then apply for grants for the works and organise 
fundraising activities. It is anticipated that the works 
to the building will be carried out in 2011.

7th May — | walked on the Adderbury Road as far 
as 9 elms and back. [! wonder if anyone knows where 
the ‘9 elms’ were? BH] 


12th May — Goodman brought in 24 bushels of malt 
against Monday for brewing. 


19th May — | went and inspected with Holford the 
pavilion now erecting in the Castle Grounds. 


30th May — Our annual Club Festival took place 

today, the bands came and played as usual at the 
Unicorn and Plough Clubs — not the Exhibition.
